The Meteorological Service of French Equatorial Africa has authorized this 
newspaper to publish today the following account about four "flying saucers" 
seen on 22 November 1952 over Bocaranga, Uban^ -Shari,

Klein was of the- (pinion that the "sauc'srs are at present being con- 
structed In accordance with German technical principles ajid expressed the be- - 

lief that they will constitute-sericus_conpetitlon to_Jet-prop€lled airplanes. 

^KLeln further stated that it vas very possible to construct ^'flying sau- 
cers" for civilian air travel; that the y could car ry 30-^C passergers at ^ ^ 
speed of U,000 kilometers per hour. He added, bc^ever, that the tremendous 
amount of materiel necessaryjfofjihelr construction did not warrant their be- 
ing built exclusively forticivillan air travel. His opinlc® was shared, he

The Meteorological Service of French Equatorial Africa has authorized this 
newspaper to publish today the following account about four "flying saucers" 
seen on 22 Noveniber 195^ over Bocarsnga , Uban gi -Shari . 

At approximately 2200 hours. Father Carlos Marta, (a Capuchin missionary) J

On stopping, 
they lost their brilliant color and regained the silvery one. During their ro- 
tation, they seened slightly oval. I cannot say whether It was due to a new 
shape they assumed while In fllght^T to^ the oblique position they had assumed 
while moving. Each time they turned, they had that shape and that profusion of 
light. We observed them for^b^t 20 minutes. After their final turn, they 
remained motionless -in-thelr initial position for several moments. Then they 
disappeared, headed in the direction from which we had come. What I'saiTwas 
no aerolite, shooting star, or anything of the Mhd. It could only have been
